PARIS, Nov. 19 (UP) — The 
Government of Premier Paul Ra- 
madier fell tonight under the 
pressure of nationwide strikes 


led by the Communists, who 
threatened a general strike 


throughout France. 

Ramadier presented the resig- 
nation of his entire middle-of-the- 
road cabinet to President Vincent 
Auriol. 

Earlier today a Socialist party 
official had announced that Leon 
Blum, veteran Socialist leader, 
had been dsked to head a new 
government, 

The Cabinet resignation ell 
maxed a day of political consulta- | 
tions looking to the formation of 
a new government of moderate 
inclination which might be able to 
deal with the grave economic 
crisis. 

“Blum already has been asked 
to head a new government and 
has accepted,” Guy Mollet, secre- 
tary general of the Socialist party, 
said. 

Mollet predicted Blum would be 
named “probably within 48 hours” 
to lead a new middle-of-the- road 
government. 

General Strike Agitation. 

The report of the Government 
turnover came as the Communist

had boosted the number of idle

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Bennett E. Meyers prof- 
ited by at least $150,199.64 from 
Aviation Electric Co, the Senate 
War Investigating subcommittee 
was told today. 

That figure was given in com- 
bined testimony from Belroit H. 
LaMarre, 35 years old, former 
president of the Dayton (O.) firm, 
and Carmine S. Bellino, a commit- 
tee investigator. 

LaMarre, who says Meyers wes 
the real owner of the war con- 
tracts firm, testified, moreover, 


that Meyers told him alst July 
they must agree on testimony to 
be presented o he subcommiee, 

LaMarre, said the general came 
to his home last July and said 
both would be called to testify be- 
fore the Senate group and so must 
agree on false testimony. 


After LaMarre had recounted 
this, Subcommittee Chairman 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, asked 
LaMarre: 

“Did you and General Meyers 
sit in your living room and con- 
coct a story that would be per- 
jury before this committee?” 

That's when it started,” La- 
Marre replied. 

“I Did That.” 

LaMarre added he had talked 
over the phone and had had let- 
ters from .Meyers “as to what our 
line of defense would be... the

Ferguson: “Did you 
this committee in October 1947, 
in txecutive session and tell the 
concocted story?“ 

“T did that,” LaMarre replied. 
But LaMarre said that, after he 
consulted a lawyer-friend and 
taked things over with his wife, 
he decided to tell the true story.

a “dummy” officer, 

2. Meyers also received $59,- 
482.72 as repayment of loans he 
made to the firm, largely while

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Retail food prices declined slightly 
between mid-September and mid- 
October, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported today on the basis 
of preliminary estimates for a few 

cities. 

The decline was described by 
the bureau as “fractional,” but no 
figures were released. 

The agency coupled this Infor- 
mation with its final report for 
Sept. 15, confirming earlier tenta- 
tive estimates that retail food 
prices hit a new record high on 
that date for the fourth consecu- 
tive month. 

The regular monthly survey in 
56 large cities showed an advance 
of 3.6 per cent between mid-Au- 
gust and mid-September. This 
brought the retail food price index 
to 203.5 per cent of the 1935-39 
average.

Political Committee Backs One-Year Con- 
sideration With Security Council on Ways 


to Modify Its Use. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., Nov. 
19 (UP)—The United Nations 
Political Committee struck at 
Russia's use of the great power 
veto today by calling on the U.N. 
“little assembly” and the Secur- 
ity Council to conduct a_ joint, 
one-year study of ways to modify 
the veto. The vote was 36 to 6 
with 11 abstentions. The opposi- 
tion votes were cast by the Soviet 
bloc. 

The program was approved as 
proposed by the United States in 
the face of Russia’s warning that 
attempts to tamper with the Big 
Five voting privilege would lead 
only to trouble for the U.N, Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko left little doubt that Rus- 
sia would not participate in the 
study. 

Gromyko said any veto modifi- 
cation would make the Security 
Council “ a blind and obedient 
tool” of the United States, 

At the same time in the Palea- 
tine case the Arab states unveiled 
their minority plan for an inde- 
pendent Arab-controlled Palestine 
together with a warning that the 
United Nations will have to back 
up ita decision with “rule by 
force” if it partitions the Holy 
Land. 

First Assignment. 

The veto negotiations will be 
the first assignment of the 57-na- 
tion “little Assembly” which will 
meet between this and the next 
session of the full General As- 
sembly to debate political and se- 
curity questions. The Soviet bloc 
intends to boycott the new agency. 

The accepted proposal also 
asked the Big Five to confer 
privately on the veto issue. 

American Delegate John Foster 
Dulles emphasized that the pro- 
gram was “not intended to destroy 
the veto,” but was aimed at find- 
ing “a more moderate and ration- 
al approach” to the use of the big 
power voting privilege in the Se- 
curity Council, 

Russia, outvoted by a majority 
of eight or nine Council members 
on almost every major issue, has 
used the veto 22 times. 

Following the decision on the 
veto question, the Political Com- 
mittee quickly disposed of the rest 
of its business for the current ses- 
sion. It approved new procedural 
rules for admission of new U.N. 
members and then adopted the re- 
port of the Security Council with- 
out re-opening debate on the con- 
troversial] matters it contained, in- 
cluding the East-West disagree- 
ment on atomic energy control 
and disarmament on the U.N, po- 
lice force.

SWEDISH PLANE © 
CRASHES IN ITALY: 
U ARE KILLED 


Ten Hurt When Craft, 
Returning Airmen 
From Africa, Hits 
Mountain Near Salerno. 


ROME, Nov. 19 (AP)—A char- 
tered Swedish freighter plane car- 
rying 30 persons, including 20 
Swedish military airmen, crashed 
today in the mountains near Saler- 
no and Swedish diplomatic 
sources said 20 persons were 
killed, 

The plane was en route home 
from Addis Ababa, where the 20 
military men and four others had 
delivered a group of B-17 planes 
sold by Sweden to Ethiopia. . 

The Swedish Foreign Office in 
Stockholm announced the death 
toll, adding that 10 were injured. 
The military airmen on board 
were four captains, nine lieuten- 
ants; three noncommissioned oft! 
cers, two mechanics, one electri- 
cian and a maintenance engineer. 

An official of the plane's own- 
er, the Traffic-Tourist-Transport 
Co. of Stockholm, said the plane 
also carried six other persons and 
a crew of four. 

“As far as we know,” 
“all were Swedes.” 

(The planes referred to are 
single-engined Swedish-built bomb- 
ers for which B-17 is the Swedish 
designation, and are not to be con- 
fused with the American four- 
engined B-17.) . 

It was the second Swedish air 
disaster in three-and-a-half weeks. 
A Swedish ABA airlines plane 
crashed near Athens on October 
26, killing 42 persons. 


U. S. DENOUNCES CHARGES - 
[T AIDED ROMANIAN PLOT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
The United States in a new note 
to Romania today said charges 
that American officials plotted to 
overthrow the Bucharest Govern- 
ment were based on “political 
motivation and insincerity.” 

The accusations were made 
during the trial of former Premier 
Juliu Maniu, who was sentenced to 
life imprisonment this month on 
conviction of treason. 

The United States note said this 
Government declines to “dignify 
by specific refutation” the charges 
“which falsely insinuate” that 
American representatives advocat- 
ed or lent support to any attempt 
to overturn.the Romanian Govern- 
ment.

Grade “A” stoker coal, now $10.50 
a ton, has risen 85.8 per cent from 
its price of $5.65 seven years ago. 

West Virginia smokeless, egg Or 
stove coal, sells for $14.50 a ton 
today, compared with $9 seven 
years ago. The increase is 61.1 


per cent, 
Oil Price Rise. 

Grade 1 oil, according to the 
Coal Exchange, has risen 88.5 per 
cent in the same period; grades 2 
und 3 have risen 84 per cent and 
grade 5. 90 per cent. 

“Realizing that much adverse 
comment and criticism during thé 
past several years has been di- 
rected toward the price of solid 
fuels generally, the Coal Exchange 
of St. Louis cites the fact that 
everything used in our daily lives 
has advanced in price—clothing, 
foods, dwellings, furniture and ap- 
pliances of all kinds,” the ex- 
change said. 

Factors in Increase. 

“All of these price increases 
have been brought about by wage 
increases, higher transportation 
costs, and increased operating ex- 
penses generally, including taxes. 
Coal, therefore, is not alone in the 
matter of higher prices.” 

Comparing the rise in wholesale 
coal prices with increases for 
other commodities, the Coal Ex- 
change said bituminous coal on 
the tracks at destination had risen 
74 per cent above the 1935-39 price 
base. Rises for other — 
were listed as follows 

Lumber, 219 per cent; grains, 
3196: meats. 177; cotton goods, 166; 
all farm products, 145; dairy prod- 
ucts, 119; all commodities, 95, and 
motor vehicles, 79. 

A parallel inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch showed that Illinois coal 
which sold here for $6.75 in 1940 
now sells for $9.45 to $10.25. In 
the same period, freight rates on 
coal had risen from $145 a ton 
to $1.79. 

The Post-Dispatch inquiry 
among coal dealers also showed 
that West Virginia coal, now sell- 
ing at $14 and $14.25 a ton, sold 
for $9.25 in 1940. Freight costs in 
the period had risen from $3.27 to 


$2.51 a ton. 
ve Mine Price. 

Arkansas coal, predicated on a 
$2-a-ton freight rate, sold here for 
$9.75 a ton in 1940, compared 
with $16 and $16.50 a ton today. 
The $2 freight rate has risen to 
$3.15 a ton. The poorest quality 
Arkansas coal sold at the mine 
for $2 a ton, at the time the smoke 
ordinance went into effect here 
in 1940. Today Arkansas coal sells 
at the mine for $9.50 and $10 a 
ton. 

Comparison of the 1942 and 1947 
costs at the mine showed the fol- 
lowing: West Virginia coal cost 
$3.10 and $3.25 at the mines in 
1942, compared with $6.65 and 87 
today: Illinois coal sold at the 
mines at $2.45 in 1942, compared 
with $5 today. * 

More Pay, Shorter Week. 

Discussing their increased costs, 
St. Louis coal dealers said that 
coal yard laborers, who formerly 
worked 60 hours a week, now work 
40 hours, with time and a half for 
overtime, earning about $42 a 
week or an increase of about 100 
per cent. 

Coal truck drivers, the dealers 
continued, received $21 a week in 
1940 for working 48 hours, but 
now receive $50.40 for 40 hours. 
The dealers said trucks that they 


now cost 52650. 

When labor was cheaper, the 
Gealers continued, coal was un- 
loaded by hand in the yards. To- 
day the coal is unloaded by con- 
veyers and car-unloaders, with a 
unit of the machinery costing 
$1800. they said. 

Car Shortage Cuts Output. 

Another factor in the rising cost 
of coal, dealers said, was the 
shortage of coal cars, which has 
forced [llinois mines to lose a day 
or two of production each week. 
Miners also are cutting coal seven 
hours a day, rather than eight, 
under their present contract. 

The highly-competitive nature 
of the coal business, a dealer said, 
as resulted in a reduction of 
denlers here from about 2200 in 
1940 to less than 1000 today.

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TYPHUS CARRYING 
VERMIN FOUND TERE 


Vigilant Rat-Contro] Program 
Needed, Health Department 
Bacteriologist Says. 


A vigilant rat-control program 


is necessary to minimize the dan- 
ger of a typhus ‘epidemic in St, 
Louls, Dr. Nicholas D. Duffett, 
bacteriologist for the City Health 
Division, said yesterday. 

He pointed out that the rat- 
control section of the Health Divi- 
sion, under John L. Sadowski, in 
co-operation with the United States 
Public Health Service, has identi- 
fied a number of typhus-carrying 
insects infesting St. Louis rats. 
These include the oriental rat flea, 
the European rat flea and lice and 
mites of various descriptions. 

So far, however, Dr. Duffett 
said “we have not demonstrated 
significant evidence of endemic 
typhus infection in the rats of St. 
Louis.” However, he said, “the 
failure to find evidence of typhus 
infection in the rats of St. Louis 
does not give them a clear bill of 
health by any means.” 

Because of the presence of the 
insect carriers of typhus, he said, 
“it is easy to visualize how in- 
fected rats could be carried into 
the city from almost any direction 
by train, truck, boat or airplane.” 
Typhus then could spread from 
the rats to the human populatio 
of St. Louis, he said. 

Dr. Duffett said tests of typhus 
infection have been developed and 
are available to detect the disease 
before it reaches epidemic propor 
tions. There have been only six 
cases of typhus in St. Louis in the 
last 10 years, although there is 
considerable typhus farther south, 
he said. 

Dr. Duffett urged that the rat- 
control program be continued with 
increasing vigilance and that a 
constant check be made on rats 
coming into the city, particularly 
in merchandise shipments. Once a 
group of typhus-infected rats in- 
vade the city, ‘the stage is set for 
the spread of typhus among hu- 
man beings,” he said.

HIGHER TAX URGED 
FOR GOUNTY HOSPITAL 


Auditor Suggests Action by 
Legislature or Initia- 
tive Vote. 


An increased tax for mainte- 
nance of St. Louis County Hos- 
pital, to be enacted by the Legis- 
lature or voted by the county's 
citizens under the initiative, was 
recommended by Clarence H. 
Hackmann, County Auditor, in 
his annual budget report to the 
County Court today. 

The present tax rate for hos- 
pital maintenance, 6 cents on $100 
valuation, will yield about 3215, 
070 in 1948, the auditor says, 
while the hospital's recommended 
budget is $751,889. Until a new 
rate for the hospita! is author- 
ized, its excess over the yield of 
the 6-cent tax will have to be sup- 
plied from geenral county funds. 

This has been done in 1947, and 
has resulted in a deficit which 
the auditor states as $381,436. 
the same practice continues in 
1948, he estimates the resulting 
deficit at the end of 48, which 
will include the 1947 deficit, as 
$929,226. 

Hackmann recommends that 
the tax rate for the hospital, to 
be obtained by legislative act or 
by initiative appeal to the county's 
voters, be increased from 6 to 20 
cents on $100. In order to apply 
to the county’s 1948 budget, it 
would be necessary to obtain en- 
actment of the new rate before 
next July. 

Out of the total county-state tax 
rate of $1.19, of which seven cents 


goes to the state, the county has 


to operate on 35 cents for general 
county purposes, as the special 
rates, including the 6 cents for 
the hospital, amount to 77 cents. 

Hackmann states that in 1946, 
for the first time since 1939, the 
budget could not be financed on 
current revenue, and that this 
condition was increased in 1947. 
For 1948, budget requirements, in- 
cluding hospital and emergency 
fund, will amount to $2,608,465, 
with anticipated revenue of $2,060,- 
675; the $381,436 deficit at the end 
of 1947 must be added to the defi- 
ciency thus indicated,

Regulations to limit fluctuations 
in the value of money; more judi- 
cious planning of governmental ex- 
penditures; more freedom of ex- 
change between nations, with 
farmers having a voice in the de- 
termination of reciprocal ‘agree- 
ments, and elimination of the 
“long-standing agricultural price 
disparity.” 


“One of the factors causing the 
serious 
farm prices is the constantly in- 
creasing cost of the distribution 
of farm products,” Shuman said. 
“The total costs of marketing, proc- 
essing and distributing our prod- 
ucts increase rapidly during infla- 
tionary cycles but remain prac- 
tically unchanged when prices 
fall.” 


Referring to specific problems 
facing agriculture, he said farm- 
ers “should fight to the finish” 
any attempts to destroy the “par- 
ity price concept for agricultural 
commodities.”

tained at the school now by re- 
moving a boy’s privileges when 


he misbehaves. In extreme cases 
a boy may be put in isolation 
quarters away from his regular 
group. There he is fed What Tin- 
dall called a “monotonous diet”— 
the same food served in the mess 
hall, but ground up into porridge. 

“It was rather appalling to me 
when I walked into Boonville,” he 
said, “but the morale of the in- 
stitution has improved consider- 
ably. The boys now are coming 
to us with their problems.” 

Cleanliness Stressed. 

Cleaning up the institution was 
one of the biggest jobs, Tindal] 
said. Now the residence halls are 
scrubbed and swept twice a day 
and a weekly inspection is held 
each Saturday. Each boy has two 
changes of clothing a week. 

Food also has been improved, 
Instead of getting no meat at all, 
the boys now are fed meat every 
day except on meatless Tuesday, 
They get ice cream twice a week, 
and “store bread” is bought at a 
saving of eight cents a loaf under 
the cost of baking it at the school, 


the former method. 
“The boys’ attitude has com- 


pletely changed,” said Sharp, who 
was acting director between the 
time the Rev, Mr. Munyon left 
and Tindall took over. There's 
not a rebellious feeling any more.

* Proposed Rule Would Bar 
Teams in 2-Club Cities 
From Road Broadcasts 


St. Louls baseball fans who 
heard broadcasts of their favorite 
club’s 154 games last year may 
have to be satisfied next season 
with radio description of only 
home contests—if a proposed rule 
is adopted at thé major leagues’ 
winter meeting Dec. 8. 

On the Commissioner's pub- 
lished agenda for settlement next 
month is a proposal, submitted at 
the joint meeting at the All-Star 
game last July, that would prevent 
clubs in two-team cities from air- 
ing road games. In other words, 
the rule recommended would ex- 
tend recognition of baseball's ter- 
ritorial rights to the air lanes, 
For the last two years the New 
York teams and the Chicago Cubs 
of the National League have 
broadcast both home and away 
and last season for the 
first time the entire 154-game 
schedules of the Cardinals and 
Browns were aired. Philadelphia 
and Boston heard only home 
games of their clubs. 


New York Agreement. 


In New York a private agree- 
ment existed between the Yankees 
and Giants, who exchanged priv- 
fleges, but here Sam Breadon, 
president of the Cardinals, made 
his plans without the approval of 
the Browns. The American League 
team eventually followed suit, un- 
der protest, and finally went the 
National League neighbors one 
better by giving direct broadcasts 
instead of telegraphic accounts of 
road es. 

The Browns and Chicago White 
Sox were understood to be instru- 
mental in the request for a major 
league rule that would replate an 
inter-league agreement that was 
dissolved. two years * by the 
Chicago Cubs and New Tork 
Giants, The original agreement, 
to honor one another’s radio 
rights by refraining from road 
broadcasts by one team while an- 
other was at home in the same 
city, was fostered several years 
ago by the American League, At 
the time, when the late Commis- 
sioner K. M. Landis indicated he 
would cast a deciding vote in the 
American’s favor, the National 
League went along with the 
agreement, though reserving a 
provision that the agreement could 
be broken any time two teams 
dissented,

HE Amercan people, I believe, have a sound understanding of 

the vasic principles and objectives of our foreign policy. These 

have been expressed on many occasions by responsible officials 
of this government beginning with the President. They are under- 
standabie, I belfeve, to you all because they have their origin in the 
American conscience and in the deeply rooted traditions öf our 
people. No American, I am sure, questions the desirability of this 
country promoting wherever it can the right of people to govern 
themselves and the rule of impartial law as against the exercise 


of arbitrary power. 


These principles require no elaboration, 


But, 


true as they are, such generalities do not always serve to clarify 
for eur people the currentproblems with which we are now faced. 
They do not in themselves answer the question, “What is it all 
about?“ They do not in themselves provide an answer as to why 
at almost every turn we find ourselves in disagreement with another 
power with whom we were so recently allied in the common cause. 
I shall tonight confine myself to the problems relating to one area 
of the world which at the moment are occupying the attention of 
Administration and the Congress and which in another Aspect I 
will be dealing at the meeting of the Council of Foreign Ministers 
which opens in London, Nov, 25. That is the related problem of 
the revival of the European community and the peace settlements 
with Germany and Austria: I shall try to avoid oversimplification 
on the one hand and bewildering detail on the other. 


In my statement before the 
committees of Congress on Nov. 
10, I laid great stress on the entity 
known as Europe and its impor- 
tance to the world and to the 
United States in particular. So 
important to the understanding of 
our present problem is the mean- 
ing of the European community 
that at the expense of repetition 
I will restate it. Europe, or what 
through centuries has. been 
known as Europe, is a community 
ef nations which despite racial 
and religious differences, commer- 
cial rivalries, and sporadic inter- 
necine wars has development gov- 
ernmental procedures and an ad- 
wanced civilization. We are a part 


of that civilization, Our national 
traditions—the on

I have referred to the fact that 
Europe formerly stood as a strong 
and constructive element of the 
world’s economy and political or- 
der. Its trade, both among the 
European countries themselves 
and with other regions, was a ma- 


jor factor in the international ex- 
change of commodities and serv- 


ices and was a direct stimulus to 
productivity throughout the world. 


The stabilizing influence which 


Europe as a concert of independ- 
ent nations exercised on the re- 
mainder of the world was a basic 
factor in assuring the security of 
our total resources to the preser- 


vation of the integrity 


gle-power domination. 
No U.S. Exploitation. 


The near collapse of Europe has 


left weakness where once there 


of history would appear to dictate 
the necessity of this community 
drawing closer together not only 
for its own survival, but for the 
stability, properity, and peace of 
the entire world. 

Due to the Nazi attempt to sub- 
fugate the entire European com- 
munity, Europe was plunged into 
a great war, The central question 
that arose at the end of this war 
was in effect what was to be the 
future of this European commu- 
nity. Was it to be restored to a 
position of stability so it could 
work out its own problem, or was 
ft to be kept in a state of perma- 
nent dependency and eventual ab- 
sorption into a system alien to its 
traditions: and civilizations? 

It is generally recognized that 
the major responsibility for fi- 
mally crushing Nazism devolved 
upon three powers, none of which 
can be strictly classed as a con- 
tinental European state. The ef- 
forts of two of these powers have 
been consistently directed since 
the military victory toward the 
restoration of the European com- 
munity to its former status. They 
have been so directed partly out 
of compassion but primarily, I 
think, because they recognized the 
historical fact that a revived, re- 
vitalized Europe is necessary to a 

and prosperous world 
order. 

For centuries Europe occupied 
a pre-eminent position, and exer- 
cised a dominant influence in in- 
ternational affairs. Before the re- 
cent war it was one of the two 
highly industrialized areas on 
earth and enjoyed a correspond- 
ingly high standard of living. To- 

. Europe is devastated and dis- 
pirited, but once it regains 
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was strength, and has created in 
effect a political and economic 
vacuum. It is certainly not our 
purpose to exploit the situation 
by filling the vacuum with Amer- 
ican power. The map of Europe 
today bears witness to our true 
intentions, West of the line 
where the Allied forces met, na- 
tions in their own way are grap- 
pling with their postwar problems, 
each in accordance with its dis- 
tinctive institutions and traditions, 
free of external pressure. The 
proposal of the United States to 
assist in the recovery of tne na- 
tions that responded to the sug- 
gestion of June 5 has no purpose 
other than to restore Europe as 
a self-supporting community of 
states and to terminate ag speed- 
fly as possible dependence upon 
us for aid. It is unfortunate that 
only 16 European states felt free 
to participate in the Paris Con- 
ference on economic co-operation. 
This government is willing to co- 
operate with every nation that 
pledges a generous effort to the 
common cause of European re- 
covery. 

We are now intimately working 
to this end with governments of 
varied political complexities — 
some constitutional monarchies 
and some republics both with so- 
cialist ministers, some controlled 
by conservative elements, and 
some constituted of coalitions, 
This is a fact that everyone can 
see, and it should dispel complete- 
ly the propagandistic assertions 
that we seek to impose the Amer- 
ican pattern on others.

Propaganda Attacks. 

This Government recognizes 
that elements of uncertainty are 
involved in so vast and complex 
an undertaking. But we believe 
that the promise of success more 
than justifies the risks. We are 
completely convinced that the 
risks of not attempting to restore 
Europe are far greater than those 
involved in taking positive action 
as now proposed. We recognize 
that our people will be called 
upon to share their goods still in 
short supply and will have to fore- 
go filling a portion of their own 
requirements until the greater 
needs of Europe have been met. 
This is a direct contradiction of 
the allegation that we are seek- 


restraint than is sometimes exhib- 
ited in discussions of interna- 
tional issues. 

But as regards the critical atti- 
tude recently manifested in this 
country toward the Soviet Union, 
I should like to distinguish be- 
tween this effect and its cause. 
To determine that cause it is 
necessary to go back at least as 
far as the summer of 1945 imme- 
diately following the German sur- 
render. At that time I think it 
was a fact that the people of the 
United States had as high a re- 
gard, or I might better put it, ap- 
preciation, for the Soviet people 
and their sacrifices, and for the 
Soviet Army and its leaders, as 
they held for any other people in 
the world. But today, only two 
years later, we are ‘charged 
with a definite hostility toward 
the Soviet Union and its people, 
which constitutes a complete 


change in our attitude since the 
summer of 1945. 

I recognize this effect. I 
would not characterize it as hos- 
tile. But the important question 
is, what produced this: tremen- 
tdous change in our national 
feeling and attitude? The truth 
as I see it is that from the ter- 


mination of hostilities down to 
tho present time the Soviet Gov- 


ernment has consistently fol- 
‘lowed a course which was bound 
to arouse the resentment of 
our people. 

Just what the purpose of this 
remarkable procedure 


tive resentment and, having 
been goaded to this point, they 
are accused of having lighted 
and stoked this great fire of 
public resentment. This last is 
propaganda, yes, of the most 
brazen and contemptuous char- 
acter. But since it affects the 
very stability of the world, it is 
time to call a halt to such in- 
flammatory practices. 

I am not pessimistic regarding

Nations during the recent Assem- 
bly meeting. The fact that the 
world has a forum for free debate 
is in itself a hopeful portent for 
the future. The fact that debates 
have sometimes included more of 
vituperation of diatribe than of 
logic or adherence to the facts 
was unfortunate but in the long 
run, I think, merely incidental, 
and an always present possibility

C. O. p. Party of Inflation? 


The Republican leadership in Congress has 
set itself against the program of inflation control 
proposed by President Truman. Senator Taft is 
willing to agree only to curtailment of private 
credit and control of exports. Other Republi- 
cans indicated they may also accede to rent con- 
trols. But the Republican leadership has turned 
angry thumbs down on the most vital parts of 
the Truman program: Limited rationing and 
limited control of prices and wages. 

What does the Republican leadership offer in 
the place of these items in the Truman program 
which it rejects? After it has finished saying 
what it is against, what does it say it is for? 
Senator Taft has three proposals of his own, be- 
yond what he accepts of the Truman program. 
He would reduce the cost of the Marshall plan, 
slash Government expenses and reduce taxes. 

Just what would these proposals do to combat 
inflation? Let's look at them one at a time. 

The Marshall plan did not produce the infla- 
tion. It is now barely under way, yet cost-of- 
living items, as the President said, have risen 23 
per cent since the middle of last year. Inflation 
was already an intolerable burden on the Ameri- 
can people before the Marshall plan came into 
existence. 

We could not cure the inflation even if we 
scuttled the Marshall plan, but we shall certainly 
scuttle the Marshall plan unless we cure the in- 
flation. The vast bulk of the goods which the 
Marshall-plan nations require will have to come 
from the United States, and the consequences 
will be that more money will be bidding against 
less goods—in other words, an increase in 
inflation. 

Public sentiment in this country cannot be ex- 
pected to put up with the continued ballooning 
of prices indefinitely, whatever the cause. One 
of these days popular wrath is going to rise up 
and smite it. If the Marshall plan is not ac- 
companied by a domestic program which will 
prevent it from inflating prices at home too 
much, that good measure will suffer along with 
the evil of inflation when the people of the 
United States get tired of paying too much for 
too little. 

So reduction of the cost of the Marshall plan 
will at best only leave inflation at its present 
rate of increase instead of making it worse; it 
won't improve anything. And the rate at which 
inflation is increasing right now is ruinous. 

Senator Taft next proposes to slash Govern- 
ment expenses. Economy in government is al- 
ways a good thing, and if Senator Taft or anyone 
else can reduce expenses at Washington without 
impairing essential services, we are all for it. 
The Republican leadership demonstrated pretty 
convincingly last year, however, that it does not 
know how to reduce Government expenses. 

It committed such follies in the name of eco- 
nomy as “saving” $30,000,000 at the cost of forc- 
ing the dismissal of 8200 revenue agents who 
brought $600,000,000 in taxes into the Treasury 
the year before—a net extravagance, by anyone's 
arithmetic, of $570,000,000. The country can ill 
afford more of the same. It was not economy— 
it was blind, indiscriminate hacking at essential 
services. 

Senator Taft's third proposal for the control of 
inflation is to reduce taxes, which would release 
more money to bid against the limited supply of 
goods, and, as anyone knows, the larger the 
amount of money that is bidding, the more in- 
flationary is the result. 

Senator Taft and the Republican leadership do 
not, in short, have any effective ideas about how 
to control inflation. They are simply against 
the President’s program. They are giving color 
to the charges that they have been in opposition 
so long that they are not in the frame of mind 
to assume responsibility and come forward with 
an affirmative program. 

This is not nearly good enough. It endangers 
our-domestic peace; for if inflation is allowed to 
continue, it is bound to provoke serious indus- 
trial unrest. | 

It endangers our foreign policy, for the suc- 
cess of the Marshall plan depends on keeping 
within bearable limits the sacrifices it entails at 
home. 

Is that the best the Republican leadership in 
Congress has to offer in this year when a trou- 
bled world cries out for the highest and most 
courageous statesmanship? 
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Whistle Stop for Freedom Train

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What Kind of Bridge —and Where? 


The terms set by the Board of Publie Service 
for approval of the proposed East St. Louis 
bridge bear every indication of amply protecting 
St. Louis from financial loss. East St. Louis is 
to deed the property for the west approach to 
St. Louis; East St. Louis is to pay all the costs; 
East St. Louis is to post a $500,000 bond, and so 
on through some nine conditions, 

But what about the location of the bridge? 
The Board of Public Service does not address 
itself to that question. It does not weigh the 
Franklin avenue location against the Cass avenue 
location. It does not consider that St. Louis 
and the metropolitan area as a whole may lose 
from the standpoint of traffic if the bridge is 
built at Franklin averiue rather than at Cass.

As we have said, it is to stand near Eads bridge, 
one of the most gracefully arched spans in the 
world. Yet the Board of Public Service, so far

tween the two cities. Surely, the community is 
entitled to know how this bridge would look be- 
fore it gets final approval. 

Further consideration of the bridge matter is 
in order at City Hall. 


Politics, Pork pay Mr. Slusher 


In a speech to the Illinois Agricultural As- 
sociation, in convention in St. Louis, President 
Slusher of the Missouri Farm Bureau Federation 
says, “The services of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch were enlisted” in the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service's fight against efforts to make it an 
arm of the Agricultural Extension Service. 

The services of the Post-Dispatch are never 
“enlisted.” We are against the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service’s campaign to swallow up the Soil 
Conservation Service because that would throw 
soil conservation into politics and ruin the soil 
improvement program. 

When Mr. Slusher asks the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association to approve the Cooley bill, 
jointly sponsored by the Farm Bureau and the 
Extension Service, he asks it to do something 
which his own Missouri Farm Bureau Federation 
refused to do at its state convention in Kansas 
City two weeks ago. 

He asks the Illinois Association to take action 
exactly opposite that taken by the National 
Grange at its convention in Columbus, O., Sun- 
day. Instead of approving the Extension Serv- 
ice’s Cooley bill, the Grange asked that the Soil 


Conservation Service be given full authority for / 


soil-improvement activity, with the Extension 
Service co-operating in educational and experi- 
mental activities. The head of the Grange, Al- 
bert S. Goss, said: 

It is but natural that the farm organiza- 
tion which largely dominates Extension in 
some states (the Farm Bureau Federation) 
would like to see as many agencies of Gov- 
ernment tied in with Extension as possible. 
This is a dangerous trend. It will not only 
result in limiting the service of these Gov- 
ernment agencies to fewer farmers ... but 
will weaken the whole educational structure 
of the Extension Service. 

There is too much politics in the AAA now. 
Too much money is being doled out in so-called 
incentive payments which do not actually im- 
prove the soil. This may seem pleasant enough 
for the time being to the farmers who collect the 
bounties, but in the long run it is to their own 
interest—unless they are “suitcase” farmers min- 
ing the soil—to put real soil conservation above 
federal subsidies. 

We hope the Illinois farmers look to their own 
long-range interests and not to the politics-and- 
pork schemes of men like Mr. Slusher. The 
good soil is the heritage of long generations.

Kathleen Marshall, managing editor of the 
current issue of Student Life at Washington 
University, has a sense of responsibility to the 
reader that would be a credit to many an editor 
in daily journalism.

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Breaching ie Tariff Walls 


Details of 3500 tariff reductions negotiated at 
the Geneva conference have been published. 
Unless hairy-chested trade associations have sud- 
denly become gentle lambs, there will be howls 
of ruination against the new tariff structure, the 
lowest since the Underwood tariff of 1913. How- 
ever, import duties retained will still add, on 
the average, about $1 to each $6 spent on for- 
eign goods. If American production needs more 
“protection” than that, something is drastically 
wrong with American production. 

The changed tariff rates are plainly in the 
American people's interest. Duties are cut on 
copper, lumber, bauxite, manganese ore and 
other essential materials in which domestic re- 
sources are deficient or badly depleted. There 
would be no profit in maintaining the high rates 
on raw materials which shut out imports and 
subsidize domestic producers, That way lies de- 
pletion of natural resources, real poverty, indus- 
trial and military insecurity. The United States 
needs so acutely to import such commodities 


that lower tariffs could be justified with no re- 


turn concession. 

However, we get much in return. Foreign 
tariffs are substantially reduced on American 
automobiles, electrical appliances, radios, refrig- 
erators, office machines, etc.—the mass-produced 
goods in which this country excels. They are 


the richest source of our unexampled prosperity;— 


they pay the best return for effort in cither 
home or foreign trade. 

Serving American interest, the new agree- 
ments equally serve foreign countries less quali- 
fied than the United States to produce manu- 
factures and better qualified to sell raw 
materials. Thus, in the real sense of human 
welfare, the trade compacts are compacts for 
friendship and peace. 

That logic will not move American raw ma- 
terials producers whose home-market monopoly 
is thus weakened. It will be a struggle to keep 
these logrollers from taking the country back 
down the Hawley-Smoot road to disaster at the 
first chance. Fortunately, the new agreements 
go into effect on presidential order and do not 
require congressional approval. They are, there- 
fore, secure until they expire at the end of 
1950.

Who Are the Liberals?

Misappropriators of the label include Communists, admirers of 
Russian dictatorship, advocates of harsh peace and enemies of all 
“ state action; Socialist says true liberalism champions civil liberty 
and economic reform; calls it “our one hope” of liberty and peace. 


Norman Thomas in the American Mercury 


No word is used to cover a greater or 
more contradictory variety than liberalism. 
Probably to most Americans liberalism 
means a kind of middle-of-the-road posi- 
tion. During the war it came to stand 
for a vehement anti-Fascism. Most Com- 
munists and fellow-travelers called them- 
selves “liberals,” 

Americans who most stridently proclaimed 
their liberalism were usually the most vo- 
ciferous preachers of 
vengeance against 
Germany and Japan. 
They were the chief 
supporters of the 
Morgenthau plan and 
similar cruelties and 
follies. They were 
far surer than the 
Supreme Court that 
foolish speech consti- 
tuted sedition. 

A great many of 
them condemned all 
Germans and Japa- 
nese for the crimes 
of their nations, but 


not the dictatorships Norman Thomas 


of Communist countries that had commit- 


ted the same sort of crimes. 

More recently that great “liberal,” Hen- 
ry Wallace, has been able to discover in 
the most absolute dictatorship in the world, 
the Russian, a “directed democracy” not 
to be judged at all as he once judged Hit- 
ler's, or as he now judges Anglo-American 


imperialism. 


Some “Totalitarian Liberals” 


That contradiction in terms, the “totali- 
tarian liberal” was—no, still is—one of the 
most ominous phenomena of our time. The 
Hearst press or the Daily Worker might 
sit at the feet of some of these totalitarian 
liberals to learn the smear technique, Oth- 
er features of this kind can be established 
by the files of, let us say, PM, or to a 
somewhat less extent of The Nation or the 
New Republic. About the only virtue these 
totalitarian liberals have in common with 
true liberals is opposition to race discrimi- 
nation. 

Historically, “liberal” and “liberalism” 
were used to describe an attitude rather 
than a precise creed. The liberal was a 
man free from rigid orthodoxies. He did 
not believe in any person or class as a 
Messiah. 

Faith in civil liberties and the necessity 
of preserving them lay at the heart of the 
liberal creed. In this sense, the liberal 
is a man who would be horrified at any 
kind ef totalitarianism, or at any dema- 
gogic attempt to win and maintain power 
by playing on moh psychology. It is the 
method of Fascism and Communism more 
than the economic content of their pro- 
grams to which the liberal must object, 


To Curb the Wjld-Eyed 


In'a world in which so many reformers 
and revolutionists are tempted to try to 
fool or bully the people on the road toward 
their Utopia, we need more old-fashioned 
liberalism and liberals, who are concerned 
for the methods which alone are consist- 
ent with a healthy democracy. 

In my judgment, the higher values of 
liberalism can only be achieved in our pres- 
ent-day world under democratic socialism. 


Nevertheless, there are certain elements 
which ought to be common to genuine lib- 
erals, whether they form a political party 
or remain scattered in various parties. 


The basic test must be support of civil 
liberties, The most conspicuous violations 
of civil liberty in America in World War 
II were: (a) the wholesale evacuation of 
the Japanese and Japanese-Americans from 
the West Coast; and (b) the degradation of 
so-called alternative service for conscien- 
tious objectors. This was slavery or invol- 
untary servitude, in however mild a form. 


The pages of the Congressional Record, 
as well as PM and other liberal papers, are 
my, witness that, with few exceptions, those 
who boasted most of their liberalism either 
actively supported the Government’s con- 
duct in these matters or were silent. 


That “Slave Labor” Law 


Preservation of the Bill of Rights will not 
be the sole concern of the liberal. He 
knows that private monopolistic control of 
the means of communication is a practical 
denial of an essential freedom. He knows, 
too, that economic questions are of grave 
importance to democracy. 

No true liberal could approve of the 
measure, enacted last August, to raise the 
wool tariff by 50 per cent. This was legis- 
lation for the benefit of a small group and 
at the expense, not only of consumers in 
general, but of fair trade with friends of 
ours like the Australians and New Zea- 
landers. It is an expression of an economic 
policy that has helped to breed wars. 

In my opinion, the liberal also would be 
hard put to justify the Taft-Hartley Lahor 
Act. But his opposition, if he were a gen- 
uine liberal, would be in terms of a reason- 
able analysis of the adverse effects of the 
act, rather than vehement denunciation of 
it as a “slave” measure. Once labor unions 
accepted the benefits of the Wagner Act 
they admitted certain regulatory functions 
of the political state. The issue now is the 
kind and extent of the regulation. 


Do-Nothing Is Obsoléte 


The modern liberal-can no longer fall 
back on the comfortable theory that “that 
government is best which governs least.” 
Liberals may differ in their economic pro- 
grams, but if they ever take the position 
in this age of advanced technology that 
liberty and economic security are incom- 
patible, and that economic security is not 
the legitimate concern of government, they 
will in that very act condemn not only lib- 
eralism, but liberty itself in the minds of 
the masses. 

The right sort of economic planning is 
today a necessity. Neither in economics nor 
politics is planning incompatible with demo- 
cratic control, It requires the state as the 
powerful servant but not the arbitrary 
master of men. To the degree that it can 
remove the tyranny of bitter poverty and 
unemployment it will serve liberty. 

The liberal attitude as I have defined it 
is our one hope of managing the business 
of living together without totalitarianism 
or war.

Mother-and-Daughter Exhibi- 
tion Opens at Carroll- 
Knight Gallery. 


Eleven paintings by Martyl, who 
s Mrs. Alexander Langsdorf Jr. 
of Chicago, and nine by her 
nother, Aimee Schweig, who is 
Ars. Martin Schweig of St. Louis, 
went on view yesterday at Car- 
roll-Knight Gallery, 425 North Eu- 
clid avenue. The show is the first, 
other than group competitions, in 
which these artists of national 
reputation have taken part to- 
gether. Both are members of 
Group 15, experimental art soci- 
ety of St. Louis. 

Included are several prize-win- 
ning pictures or later versions of 
award winners, “Lady With the 
Album,” by Mrs. Schweig, won the 
purchase prize of City Art Mu- 
seum in 1945. It was exchanged 
by museum authorities last year 
for a still life and has since been 


painted over. The new work, 
through addition of flowing drap- 
eries and gracefully curved flow- 
ers, achieves greater life and 
movement. 

“Heart of Chicago,” by Mrs. 
Langsdorf, has the same title and 
is of the same scene as the art- 
ist’s painting which won a $750 
prize in the 1947 Paintings of the 
Year Exhibition in New York. 
The award-winner has been pur- 
chased for the 1948 calendar of 
the Pepsi-Cola Co., sponsor of the 
competition. 

Qualities of Martyl’s Style. 

The work exemplifies two quali- 
ties of the artist’s style: Mildly 
cubistic structure and use of an 
indirect method of painting, with 
successive glazes producing differ- 
ent degrees of translucence. Rich 
yellow sand glows from barges on 
the river, where arbitrary color 
patches set up unusual patterns. 

Varied surface texture, another 
characteristic of Mrs. Langsdort's 
painting, is apparent in “Do They 
Fly?” Here thick and thin layers 
of pigment are juxtaposed, thin- 
ness extending even to the point 
of causing light to show through 
the ground. 

Mrs. Schweig usually paints 
more directly than her daughter, 
omitting the undercoating, but in 
“The cian” she has utilized 
the translucent technique to sug- 
gest the illusion of the sleight-of- 
hand performer. A wand, bird, 
fish and other paraphernalia are 
painted in such a way as to re- 
call the professional trickster's 
patter: “The hand is quicker 
than the eye.” 

“The Conjurors,” by Mrs. Langs- 
dorf, was done at the same time 
as The Magician,” though neither 
artist knew what the other was 
painting. With simpler but more 
eerle imagery, Mrs. Langsdorf’s 
canvas is invested with an air of 
mystery, suggesting the necro- 
mancer of another age rather than 
the modern magician. 

Social, Political Themes. 

Both exhibitors treat social and 
political themes. “War. Mongers 
Still Exist,” by Mrs. Langsdorf, 
shows clamorous demagogues 
with expressions of oratorical 
frenzy or vicious hatred. Amer- 
ican dollar bills seem to float in 
the air, and there is the white 
heat of an atomic explosion in the 
offing. 
Mrs, Schweig's High Water” is 
an abstraction based on Missouri 
floods. Her “Propaganda,” some- 
what similar in purpose to “War 
Mongers,”-is mostly in green, sug- 
gesting envy as a cause of slan- 
derous talk. Red tongues of exag- 
gerated length leap out from 
mean-mouthed faces, 

More conventional subjects in- 
clude Mrs, Schweig’s still lifes and 
portraits and “The Dancers,” an 
uncrowded composition of eight 
figures, and Mrs. Langsdorf’s two 
large landscapes, Lake Patz- 
quaro” and “Frankfort, Ky.” These 
treat the poetry and majesty of 
nature in a highly individualized 
style. The show will end Nov. 29.

beth’s wedding down to the last 
shilling. 

The man who drives the hack 
and the man who mines the coal 
take the details as seriously as 
they do their own family budgets. 

Diligent research into the price 
of everything from street decora- 
tions to bridal bouquets indicates 
the total will run about $40,000. 

That satisfies a great majority 
of the British that it is a bargain, 
and is fittingly modest for times 
such as these. The coronation of 
the Princess’s mother and father 
cost $2,756,000. 

Who Pays What. 

A breakdown indicates Ring 
George VI will get stuck for about 
$20,000 of the bill, public funds 
for’ $18,000 and the groom for 
about $1200. 

The King has already informed 
Parliament that Elizabeth can get 
along during the economic crisis 
without an increase in her annual 
Government allowance of $60,000. 
Her income was increased from 
$24,000 on her twenty-first birth- 
day last April. 

The King told Parliament any 
additional funds the princess will 
need after marriage will be fur- 
nished from savings made of royal 
family annuities during the war. 

Parliament now appropriates

his brother, sister, mother and 
Elizabeth. The former King Ed- 
ward VIII, who abdicated in 1936 
to marry Wally Simpson, is the 
only adult member of the imme- 
diate family not privided for by 
public funds. 

King George has an income 
from private properties and in- 
vestments. Buckingham Palace 
says this figure remains “undis- 
closed,” but it is not considered 
great so far as royal incomes 
around the world go. 

Appropriations Listed. 

Annual parliamentary appropri- 
ations at this time are: The King, 
$1,640,000; Dowager Queen Mary, 
$280,000; the Duke of Gloucester, 
the King’s brother, $140,000; the 
Countess of Harwood, the King’s 
sister, $24,000; Princess Elizabeth, 
$60,000. 

Princess Margaret is considered 
too young at 17 to be on the an- 
nuity list. 

Breakdown of the King’s appro- 
priations shows: For privy purse, 
$440,000; salaries of household and 
retirement allowances, $536,000; 
expenses of household, $611,000; 
royal bounty, $52,800. 

There are some seven main pal- 
aces and castles to keep up: 
Buckingham, St. James's and Ken- 
sington Palaces, and Windsor, 
Holyrood, Balmoral and Sandring- 
ham Castles. Then there is a lot 
of entertaining. For instance, 
five Kings and six Queens attend- 
ed the recent pre-wedding dance 
for Elizabeth at Buckingham 
Palace.

The 
episodes in Schumann’s Carnaval 
were all interestingly differenti- 
ated and each was carefully de-

A guide to retail distribution in 
46 neighborhood shopping centers 
in the city and St. Louis county, 
believed to be the first compila- 
tion of the kind for genera] distri- 
bution in the United States, will 
soon be available in book form 
through the sales managers’ bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Employing a professional mar- 
keting research organization, the 
bureau made a field survey of the 


shopping centers in order to fur- 
nish information to wholesalers, 
jobbers, manufacturers and banks 
dealing with neighborhood busi- 
ness firms.

Treatment 


When Sinuses 
Are Infected 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE sinuses are cavities, or air 
T cells, in the bony structure 
which surrounds the nose, They 
are lined with a delicate mem- 
brane, called a mucous membrane, 


because it secretes mucus. This 


mucus helps to bathe the sinuses 
and keep them clean. Hair-like 
processes, called cilia, are con- 
tained in this membrane. These 
processes constantly undergo a 
wave-like motion toward the nose. 
In this way they transport dirt, 
dust, and bacteria out of the si- 


nuses to the nose, and help keep 


the sinus spaces clean. When 
these cilia are damaged or de- 
stroyed, the sinuses are much 
more prone to infection. The si- 
nuses serve as an air reservoir, 
and also make the bones of the 
head lighter in weight. 


Question: ** sinus trouble 
curable?” Jean A. 

Answer: Both the cause and 
type of Sinus involvement are va- 
riable. After common respiratory 


diseases such as “flu” and the 
common cold, bacteria may in- 


vade the sinuses through the nose 
and cause infection in this area. 
An infection may also be pro- 
duced in this space, after being 
carried through the blood stream. 
Allergic rhinitis (hypersensitive 
reactions in the nose) may cause 
swelling of the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose, and block the 
sinug openings to this area. The 
sinuses then drain poorly, mucus 
may be retained therein, get in- 
ee and sinusitis results. 

In the types caused by infec- 
tions which are sensitive to the 
sulfa drugs, pencillin, and strep. 
tomycin, and where drainage is 
good, these drugs, given locally or 
by injection may help a great 
deal. Where allergies are present 
and causing swelling and block- 
age, the treatment of these al- 
lergies often results in shrinkage 
of the mucous membrane of the 
nose. This improved drainage may

Still Fighting the Civil War—Up North 


Chicago Group

CHICAGO, Nov. 19. 


HE shooting end of the Civil 

War ended in 1865, but the 

talking part, even up here in 
the Deep North, still rages un- 
checked. Once every month here 
in Chicago, for instance, a group 
of citizens get together, eat dinner 
and then talk and debate about 
nothing except the War Between 
the States. 

These citizens are not old sol- 
diers, not history professors and 
they're not just plain screwballs, 
either, They are professional and 
business leaders of the city. The 
group includes two judges, a rail- 
road president, several corporation 
executives, real estate dealers, in- 
surance agents, doctors, lawyers, 
advertising men 


They call themse 
War Round Table of Chicago. 
Their membership now includes 
men from all over the nation, most 
of whom get in, at least once or 
twice a year, for a bang-up dis- 
cussion of their favorite subject. 

The Round Table, organized in 
the fall of 1940 when a small 
group of 15 minded 
men met informally at the Abra- 
ham Lincoln Book Shop here, has 
grown so large that it now has to 
meet at a horse-shoe shaped table, 
so that everyone can hear. Most 
of the meetings are held in pri- 
vate dining rooms of downtown 
hotels or private clubs. 

The ..eeting consists of 
a talk by an authority on some 
phase of the war, followed by a 
period known politely as “ques 
tions and d or more in- 
formally as pean ag 3 at the 
speaker. The Round Table mem- 
bers know their history and every 
mah present is an expert on some 
battle or period of the war and 
can make it on any speak- 
er who gets a little loose with his 

‘ guest who had heard 
about the “sniping” he was like- 
ly to receive devoted his entire 
speech to a sharp criticism of 
books and pamphlets on the Civil 
War written by members of the 
Round Table, thua beating them 
to the punch, so to s . How- 
ever, the debate thet followed was 
one of the most heated in the 
memory of the members. But they 
are happy, too, when recalling 
the time they were “easy” on a 
son of the Confederacy who spoke 
on Robert B. Lee. 

Meetings are well balanced be- 
tween scholarship and humor and 
at any time the session is likely 
to dissolve into a burst of irrever- 
ent laughter. Yet occasionally 
they will get involved in earnest 
debate that lasts into the small 
hours of the morning. Then the 
president, -Harry G. Hershenson, 
shoves them out the door. Her- 
shenson is an attorney here who 
during the war—the most recent 
war, that is—was military gover- 
nor of Naples and Milan during 
our occupation there. 

A visitor finds the spirit of the 
meetings just a little weird. These 
men know the Civil War person- 
alities so well that by now they 
speak of them as living men, ana 

eir discussions sound like gos- 
sip about their personal friends. 
They completely lose themselves 
in the years 1861-65. They can be 
surprisingly amused, for example, 
over the personal intrigues and 
animosities in Lincoln’s cabinet, 
the little vanities of some obscure. 
Confederate colonel, or a passing 
steel grip of 
Abraham Lincoln’s handshake. 
The night the writer visited the 
Round Table, the members spent 
two hours of heated debate re- 
garding the personalities of Lin- 
coln biographers,

immediately that this is no ordi- 
nary service club or lodge in ses- 
sion and no gathering of the 
usual American jolly good fellow. 
The atmosphere of the meeting is 
spectacularly informal. Coats and 
vests are tossed over the backs of 
chairs, books and briefcases are 
lying about, smoke swirls about 
from cigars and cigarettes. Mem- 
bers wander around the room, 
holding earnest whispered confer- 
ences on some point the speaker 
is making. But they listen to 
everything he says. One man 
normally retires to a lonely cor- 
ner, where he places two chairs 
facing each other so that one will 
form a convenient footrest and 
there he seems to be lost in 
reveries until the speaker has fin- 
ished. At that point he leaps 
to his, feet to say, “I question 
the accuracy of your statement 
that. 


His phrase is a favorite with 
round table members and another 
is, Upon what do you base your 
statement that 

Members of the group don’t con- 
fine their interest in the war 
merely to talking about it. They 
go on pilgrimages to historic bat- 
tlefields of that war. They held 
a meeting in Washington when 
Lincoln papers were opened a few 
months ago and then adjourned 
in a body to the spot where they 
could re-fight the first and second 
battles of Bull Run. To accom- 
plish this they walked over exactly 
the same terrain where the two 
armies had clashed, re-enacting 
each charge and retreat. In one 


wooded thicket the round table 
men got lost in exactly the same 
way that certain Confederate 
troops had got lost more than 80 
years before, but that touch of 
authenticity was unintentional on 
the part of the round table men. 

Another meeting was held in 
Cumberland Gap, also a famous 
battle site. Unofficially, members 
of the round table have visited 
singly or in groups every famous 
battleground of the war. Almost 
all members are collectors, too, 
and each has hig own little private 
museum of Civil War weapons, 
relics, books, letters, photographs, 
newspapers . ope documents.

NY edible nut has interesting 

culinary possibilities. Almost 

all nuts are excellent food be- 
cause of their carbohydrate, pro- 
tein and fat content. Some few, 
however, contain little fat and car- 
bohydrate. Some nuts are de- 
licious eaten raw. Others are 
greatly improved in flavor by 
toasting. Nuts improve almost 
any food to which they are added, 
Grated almonds make excellent 
soup and whole ones make lovely 
edible garnishes for many vege- 
table and fish dishes. Pecans are 
famous as appetizers, 
All. nuts can be used in the 
preparation of salads, desserts and 
candies and all are delicious served 
just plain or salted. When nuts 
are combined with other foods, 
there are certain treatments that 
enable them to perform best. For 
example, when making cake, if the 
chopped nuts are heated and im- 
mediately dredged in a little flour 
just before folding into the bat- 
ter, their tendency to settle to 
the bottom will be greatly inhib- 
ited. Toasting any nut delicately 
before adding it to candy always 
improves the flavor. Plain crunchy. 
salted nuts or caramelized nuts 
are excellent to have tucked away 
all ready to offer guests to munch 
on during their holiday visits. 

Caramelized Nuts. 

One-half cup sugar, one-third 


one cup English walnuts, 
Place sugar and water in small 
heavy skillet and beat slowly to 


form a light brown caramel syrup. 
Add butter and walnuts and stir 


constantly until nuts are toasted 
and coated with syrup. Be very 
careful not to burn either walnuts 
or sugar syrup. Pour out on 
greased enamel or aluminum sur- 


WEW | face (enamel table or large baking 


sheet). Spread nuts apart quickly 
with two forks. Cool. Makes one 
half pound, Note: Almonds may 
also be used in this toasted con- 
fection treat. 

Toasted Almonds. 


One cup almonds (blanched), 
one half cup vegetable oil. To 
pour . boiling 
water over them to cover. Let 
En beers three to five minutes or un- 
til the brown skin can be easily 
Lane. | slipped off between the fingers. 
Drain and remove the skins, Dry 
well. Place oil in a small pan and 
heat until hot, between 325 and 350 
degrees, Drop in almonds, Stir 
continually until they turn a light 
toasted color. Remove from oil 
with fork. Drop on paper towel 
to drain. Sprinkle with salt, if 
salted almonds are desired. Makes 
one and one fourth pound. Note: 
Almonds may also be drizzled 
with enough oil to thinly coat 
them, then spread on a shallow 
pan and roasted in a moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees) until they 
are a golden color. Sprinkle with 
salt while warm.
